From Yesterday's l>ispatch. * 


The Supervising Inspector of Steamboats 


was here on Saturday, under instructions 
from the Secretary ol the Treasury, to ex- 
amine into the cases of steamers reported 
for violation of the steamboat law. He sus- 
tained the acts of the Collector (in seizure 
of vessels that were not fitted with the ap- 
pliances for the better protection of life and 
property) and instructed him that it is his 
duty to seize all similarly delinquent steam 
vessels.
